Bulgarian Merchant Marine 

the commercial port of Varna was equipped with four stationary 

cranes with a single boom. There are two railroad tracks, about one kilometer 
in length*which run the entire length of the port. There are 6-8 reinforced 
concrete warehouses approximately 80 x 25 meters in size with a twin-sloped 
tiled roof. These warehouses are arranged in two rows and are serviced by a 
railroad siding. Guard duty is carried out by a unit of the Militia quartered 
in the railroad station area. A wall surrounding the port is approximately 
one kilometer long and two meters high on the front side. The other sides of 
the wall were not observed by source.

The commercial port of Pomcrir is for the use of small tonnage vessels* As 
of the end of 1950, „ a larg e section of land around the nnrt has boon declared 
off limits for civilians* 


'the commercial river port of Ruse covered an area about 
x 400 me ters in size* The section reserved for passenger traffic covers 
an area approximately 800 x 60 meters in size* The quay is made up of concrete 
blocks and runs the entire length of the port, including the section reserved 
for passenger traffic. Approximately 6-7 single-boom, stationary cranes and 
an undetermined number of masonry warehouses and sheds are located in the port 
area* The ferry boat is 250 x 14 meters in size and can carry 12 railway cars* 


I the commercial river port of Lom covered an area 2,500 x 700 

meters in size and included a section 400 x lj.0 meters in size reserved for 
passenger traffic* The quay is made of concrete blocks and extends the entire 
length of the port. An unidentified number of stationary cranes with mobile 
booms and several masonry warehouses and sheds are also located here.

a portion of the building in which the National Bank occupies the ground and 
the first floors* 


the Koralovag Naval Shipyard in Varna, subordinate to the 

Maritime Section of the Ministry of Transportation in Sofia (there was no 
Bulgarian Ministry of Merchant Marine), was dire cted by engineer A tanasov 
(fnu) and employed approximately 3,000 workers. an unde- 

termined number of Soviet technicians have been working in the shipyard since 
1948. This shipyard is engaged in the construction and repair of small tonnage 

vessels* Ther e are two masonry basins approximately 300 x 20 meters in size. 

\£our electric travelling cranes with a capacity of 1|0 tons and a

a shortage of shipbuilding material* In 1949-1950 a carpentry shop with an 
area of approximately 1,200 square meters was constructed, A caulking section 
was also installed in this same building* The entire shipyard covers an area 
approximately 500 x 300 meters in size. Toward the end of 1950 about 
six or seven buildings for housing workers were completed* An additional 
7-8 such buildings are under construction, each having 14-16 apartments* In 
view of the shortage of reinforcing rods, the completion of this project has 
been delayed but it should be finished within 195l* 
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L regular passenger service was maintained between Vidin and 

Silistra by the DIMITROV and the VASIL KOLAROV steamers* The DIMITROV can
